LETTER FROM THE CHAIRMAN Greetings to All, 


1 would like to say thanks to all tribal members for their support during this year's election. The turnout actions this past June represents the 
people's voice for change. I would also like to express my gratitude and appreciation for all those that attended my installation as Chairman of 
the Iowa people. I was humbled by the "standing room only" attendance. Like I stated before, this tribe belongs to all tribal members. Thank 
you so much for your support. 


I would like to apologize for the delay in getting the newsletter out. 1 understand the importance of sharing information with the members of 
this tribe. We are working toward getting the newsletters out on a timely basis and you should expect the newsletters to start arriving around 
the first of every month. 


As tribal members, we need to be able to voice concerns with the tribe. For this reason I am calling a "Special General Council" on Sep- 
tember 19, 2009. This General Council will be scheduled at 10:00 a.m. at the Chena Building. I encourage all tribal members to attend and 
bring your concerns and issues to be addressed. The General Council Meetings should be a time to hear from the people and I am interested 
in \vhat you have to say. I will try to provide information about the tribe during the General Council Meeting, but please understand my 
limited time in office will prevent me from having answers to all your questions or concerns. However, if I or another member of the Busi- 
ness Committee cannot provide answers, this administration will address your concerns and issues. They will not go unanswered. 

As some have noticed, we have started the process of hiring tribal members. The Business Committee recently passed a resolution that 
will support the hiring of more tribal members and 1 look forward to seeing more of you working for the tribe. 

As the new Chairman, I believe that I am working for you. During the past few weeks I have been extremely busy learning more about the 
tribe and its procedures. I realize many of you have called or tried to reach me and I have been unavailable. Please don't misunderstand and 
think that you are not important to me. I am in the middle of a learning curve and the tribe must continue to operate. Many are trying to 
reach me and are competing for my attention. If you are unable to reach me, I have your messages and will get back to you at the earliest pos- 
sible time. Once again, the members of this tribe are very important to me. Please be patient with me as I am preparing to provide you infor- 
mation to many unanswered questions.

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The Iowa Tribe of 
Oklahoma began the 
Equine Program with the 
main objective of educat- 
ing tribal youth and the 
youth in the surrounding 
community. The antici- 
pated result of the pro- 
gram are to build student 
confidence, instill a good 
work ethic and to help 



guide students into be- 
coming productive citi- 
zens. The Equine pro- 
gram is currently managed 
by Mr. Ken McClellan. 

With the time 
spent, so far on the pro- 
gram, Mr. Ken McClellan 
provided an update. He 
indicated two years ago 
the Iowa Tribe acquired 9 
horses. Back then, 
McClellan was hired to 
implement a riding pro- 
gram for the Iowa Tribal 
Youth and a related pro- 
grams including the fire & 
court system. 

During his tenure 
he’s been breaking and 
training the horses. He 
has also coordinated con- 
struction efforts to im- 
prove the current bam fa- 
cility, creating classroom 


areas for future use. 

In development of 
the horses, he has almost 
finished getting all but one 
of the horses broke for 
riding. Currently he has 
assistance of volunteers’ 
to work the eight of the 
horses for trail riding. 

Four of the horses 
are able to be rode by un- 
skilled and novice riders. 
Four other horses require 
skilled riders Mr. 
McClellan also states, that 
to date there have been no 
injuries, which is the most 
important concern. He 
indicates all persons that 
want to participate in 
horse riding will be re- 
quired to read and sign a 
horse riding agreement; 
and the liability release for 
before being allowed to 


ride or handle the horses. 
He indicated that riders 
will be matched with a 
horse that fits their abili- 
ties and skills as a horse- 
man or woman. 
McClellan also adds this 
time we do need volunteer 
riders to help train the 
horses for the trail’s. If 
you would like to be vol- 
unteer or touch up on your 
riding skills, or learn how 
to ride; Mr. McClellan can 
be reached at 405-334- 
7473. He indicates the 
number provided is a mes- 
sage phone, and he will do 
his best to return your call.

“As I recall the Iowa land, it was indeed a land of milk 
and honey, deer, turkey, quail, and prairie chickens, na- 
tive fruits, grapes, blackberries, strawberries, plums, pe- 
cans, walnuts, hickoiy nuts, and persimmons, provided 
the main abundance of food. The Treaty Allotted each 
Indian 80 acres of land, and the government paid them 
37 cents per acre for their surplus lands”

The Iowa Indian village was established near Fallis, in early 1880, according to 
the best information now available. The Iowa Indians were transferred to this 
section from their former homes in northeastern Kansas, and Frank Kent, now 
living southeast of Perkins, a young man at that time, helped to establish the tribal 
headquarters on Bear Creek, western Lincoln county 
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National Native news — Native American Heritage Day 


FRIDAY, November 27, 2009, it was reported a Native American Heritage Day Bill was passed into law of 
H.J. Res. 40: “The Native American Heritage Day Resolution 2009”. The bill was supported by many Na- 
tive American organizations such as the National Indian Gaming Association (N.I.G.A.), the Congress of 
American Indians (N.C.I.A.). The United States President signed the bill into law on June 26, 2009. It was 
noted that the day will recognize the uniqueness of the government to government relationship of this Coun- 
try and America's First People.
